The college that gives women 
the opportunity to “major in 
self-confidence” has set its 500 
students an inspiring example. 
Though women’s colleges nation- 
ally have been on the decline 
since the 1960s, Agnes Scott this 
week announced plans to observe 
its centennial by expanding. 

Its enrollment would be in- 
creased by 20 percent and its 
endowment by nearly 15 percent 
through the school’s first major 
campaign drive in 25 years. The 
goal is to raise $35 million — 
more than eight times the

campaign and caps off renovations 


amount raised in any previous 
year — by September of 1989, 
the 100th anniversary of its 
founding. 

With the recent closing of 
Tift College and the decision by 
Massachusetts’ Wheaton to 
admit men, the number of col- 
leges dedicated exclusively to 
the education of women has 
shrunk in less than 20 years from 
298 to 100, forcing many to 
re-evaluate their status. Mar- 
ketplace factors, such as the 
opening of Ivy League schools to 
women, make it harder for the 


exclusively female schools to 
compete for the brightest. But, 

as Agnes Scott President Ruth 
Schmidt maintains, their accom- 
plishments are awesome. 

Studies show that 40 percent 
of the women in Congress are 
graduates of women’s colleges; 
that such women earn signifi- 
cantly better grades in medical 
and other professional schools, 
on the average, than graduates 
of coed institutions, and that 
they are several times more likely 
to major in traditionally male 
subjects, such as math and sci- 
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ence, that will position them for 
higher-paid careers later on. 

Moreover, these colleges still 
have an important function to 
perform. There’s a difference 
between access to schools domi- 
nated by men, officials say, and 
equality, in which women hold 
all the campus leadership roles 
and are trained to take them- 
selves seriously. 

Ranked in the top 10 percent 
of women’s colleges nationally, 
Agnes Scott aims to assure its 
preeminence, and the prospects 
of its future graduates, through

the expansion of academic, for- 
eign-study, recruitment and 
scholarship programs; the over- 
haul of aging dormitories and 
other campus buildings, and the 
addition of a new physical educa- 
tion center. Worthy goals for 
Agnes Scott, and for Georgia.

The President 


I have watched as alumnae, both 
recent graduates and those who 
have been out many years, talk 
with faculty members who are 
still here or speak of those who 
are no longer with us. It is clear 
that the effect that some faculty 
members had on students’ lives 
has more to do with their total 
humanity than it does with the 
subject matter they taught. 

These teachers’ love of learn- 
ing, of being committed to one’s 
discipline and to the expansion 
and transmittal of knowledge is 
remembered by every alumna. 
But it is obvious that it’s the 
quality of the human being that 
attracts students to faculty mem- 
bers, not just their knowledge of 
subject matter. A student is 
trying to answer for herself — 
consciously or unconsciously — 
“Do you know something that 
will contribute to my living life 
more fully?” 

When I think back on my first 
collegiate experience (and it 
meant enough that I am plan- 
ning to go back for my 35th 
reunion this year), | think of the 
teachers who meant a lot to me. 
There is one who is, without a 
doubt, the person to whom | owe 
the most. Miss Anne Pederson 
was my English professor from 
first year on. She was a wonderful 
and gifted teacher of poetry and 
literature, bur it was who she was 


that endeared her to us. She 
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dressed well; she graciously 
hosted all her students. She 
made me think teaching wouldn't 
be a bad career if one could be as 
good as Miss P. Her example 
began a career in academic life, 
which | hadn’t intended to enter. 
It was all because of Anne 
Pederson. 

Mentors and models may be 
in the classroom or in account- 
ing, publications or student 
services. They may be working 
in a job you haven't aspired to, 
but they can have wisdom to 
share from their lives and their 
perspectives. I urge you to seek 
them out. Your mentors and 
models may be as close as your 
roommates.

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Optimism Fuels Centennial Campaign 


Agnes Scott College, following 
the ambitious example of the 
nation’s major universities and 
ignoring the tide that has swept 
away scores of women’s colleges 
in recent decades, is about to 
begin a $35 million fund-raising 
drive. 

The five-year campaign, the 
first in 25 years for the 508- 
student campus, comes in a year 
when major universities are 
asking their donors for huge 
amounts of money, but when few 
small colleges are asking for as 
much. 

“There are larger places, col- 
leges of maybe 1,600 students 
and a correspondingly larger 
number of alumni, that are 
struggling like crazy to raise 
$30 million,” said George A. 
Brakeley III, a nationally known 
fund-raising consultant and 
Agnes Scott’s adviser on the 
campaign. 

“Compared to most colleges 
our size, it is very ambitious,” 
added Rickard Scott, the Agnes 
Scott vice president who bears 
the responsibility for making the 
campaign work. 

The money — beginning to 
flow as Agnes Scott approaches 
its 1OOth birthday in 1989 — 
would provide for renovations of 
a number of facilities, construc- 
tion of a gymnasium and other 


buildings, an expanded and 
better-paid faculty, and a sub- 
stantial amount for increased 
scholarships and other student 
aid. 

Agnes Scott may have an 
impressive head start, in the $14 
million it counts as a pledge 
from the estate of the late 
George Woodruff. The philan- 

“We run a very expensive, high 
quality college,” said President 
Ruth Schmidt. “Some colleges 
could educate twice as many 
people on our budget, but it 
wouldn’t be the same experience.” 

The campaign, to be officially 
announced on Sept. 22, comes 
in a surprising period for college 
fund-raisers across the country. 
“We were terrified a year ago 
because of the supposed impact 
of the Tax Reform Act,” Brakeley 
said. “But it has not proved out. 
There’s no question people are 
thinking more about the impact 
of the law, but it does not appear 
to have gotten in the way of 
their giving decisions. 

“We find that people are con- 
tinuing to do what their hearts 
tell them to do,” he added. 

Right now, he said, “We're 
bullish.” 

So are university fund-raisers 
around the country. Stanford 
University announced in Feb- 
ruary that it intends to raise 


$1.1 billion, and so far it has 
taken in $400 million. 

Close to 40 other colleges and 
universities are trying to raise 
more than $100 million, and at 
least 25 others are planning such 
big-league campaigns, according 
to a survey published in “The 
Chronicle of Higher Education.” 

But the times are not so cheer- 
ful for women’s colleges around 
the country. In 1965, there were 
281 of them; now the number is 
just over 100. Some were shut 
down or merged, such as Tift 
College in Forsyth, Ga. Others 
such as prestigious Vassar and, 
most recently, Wheaton College 
in Norton, Mass., went coed. 

Agnes Scott, however, has 
been marked by a dedication to 
remaining women-only. Indeed, 
the college’s recruiting literature 
now emphasizes that Agnes 
Scott admits only women, a 
circumstance that some sister 
colleges play down. 

Ruth Vedvik, director of ad- 
missions, said the approach has 
worked, despitethe teen that 
many high school women never 
consider attending a women’s 
college. “We have to find a way 
to get their attention,” Ms. 
Vedvik said. “We have found 
that once we get their attention, 
they will apply for admission, 
and they will enroll.” 


Professor Emeritus of English 
George Passmore Hayes died on 
Oct. 22. He was 90 years old. 
He was chairman of the English 
department for his entire tenure 
at the College, from 1927 to 
1967. 

He also taught in the English 
departments of Emory Univer- 
sity, Georgia Tech, the Univer- 
sity of Florida and Hunter Col- 
lege in New York. 

His daughters, Ellen Marie 
Hayes and Anne Hayes Berry, 
both graduated from the College 
in 1946 and 1949, respectively. 
His daughter-in-law, Louise 
Bryant Hertwig Hayes, is a 
member of the class of "51. 

The professor came to be “re- 
ally quite a tradition around 
here,” noted Director of Alum- 
nae Affairs Lucia Howard 
Sizemore 65. 

Linda Lentz Hubert '62, now 
a professor of English herself, 
said upon hearing of his death, 
“Ninety years was not enough of 
Professor Hayes, not nearly 
enough. His was the soul of an 
age at Agnes Scott. His passion 


This fall’s enrollment of 508 is 
down from 518 of last fall. Enroll- 
ment has held at slightly more 
than 500 at least since 1980. 

The schools’ all-time high for 
enrollment, recorded during the 
1970s, was more than 700. 

The freshman class average on 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test was 
1107 this fall, up from the 1070 
of last fall and higher than any 
year since 1982. 

In part, aggressive recruitment 
has made the difference. Rebecca 
Bradley, a 21-year-old junior 
from Gainesville, said she origi- 
nally applied to Agnes Scott 
only because her high school 
principal made her do it. A year 
later, as she was beginning to 
think about actually going to 
college, an Agnes Scott represen- 
tative made a follow-up call and 
sold her on the school.

Dr. Hayes is survived by his 
wife, Edna Brunner Hayes, a 
son, Henry V. Hayes of Pelham, 
N.Y., his two daughters, six 
grandchildren and 10 great- 
grandchildren. 

A memorial service was held 
at the Cathedral of St. Phillips 
in Atlanta on Nov. 7.

Ken McLeod, a reporter at 
Atlanta’s WXIA-TYV, said the 
forum was a wonderful place for 
students to “sort out what they 
don’t want.” He noted that if 
students begin attending them 
early in college, then looking for 
a career is like “walking through 
the wide end of a funnel.” After 
attending a succession of them, 
students can begin to narrow 
down their choices and make a 
clearer decision.

to talk with other officers about 
how black and other minorities, 
including international students, 
are faring on campus. At their 
annual retreat, the officers de- 
cided that this year would be a 
good one to address the issue. 

What the president discovered 
in meeting with staff is that 
while Agnes Scott is luckier 
than many colleges around coun- 
try — having had no glaring or 
violent examples of racism on 
campus — often the prejudice 
facing minority students here is 
more subtle. 

For an 18- or 19-year-old away 
from home for the first time, an 
insensitive comment or icy recep- 
tion can sometimes cause far 
greater pain than racist graffiti 
ona wall. 

When the president an- 
nounced the formation of the 
President’s Committee on Com- 
munity Diversity at this year’s 
opening convocation, she made 
it clear that the administration's 
explicit goal is to enlighten the 
campus community. “For years 
Agnes Scott has endeavored to 
increase the diversity of the 
kinds of people who are part of 
the campus community. The 
current diversity of persons 
within our student body and our 
work force is a testimony to par- 
tial success in this endeavor. 

“We are now at a stage in the 
College’s development in which 
special attention to our interac- 
tions as individuals and groups is 
of great importance. 

“Tn cooperation with members 
of the campus community, the 
committee will seek to raise 
consciousness and facilitate 
development of an atmosphere 
on campus that fosters awareness 
and sensitivity to the joys and 
struggles of all its members, with 
a view that all persons will be 
encouraged to work toward their 
highest potential.’ 

The president also challenged 
the faculty to increase diversity 
in their ranks. “In all those posi- 
tions where you expect to have 
the opportunity to attract new 
colleagues within a few years, [I 
challenge you to] work now to 
discover those persons who will 
bring a greater variety to our 
campus. I refer especially to our 
need for black faculty members. 
Our black students deserve role 
models and we need, all of us, to 
have the diversity of our student 
body and staff reflected also in 
our faculty ranks.” The College 
has no black faculty.

For co-chairs President 
Schmidt chose Karen Green, 
director of student activities and 
housing, and psychology Protes- 
sor Miriam Drucker. 

The committee first met at 
the president’s home on Sept. 
22. Ms. Green told the gather- 
ing, “This is a sensitive issue. | 
hope we can be understanding of 
the hurt that some of the people 
in this community have felt.” 
She then opened the discussion 
by asking committee members to 
tell, “What's most important to 
you individually?” 

Answers ranged from the 
hope that Agnes Scott could 
some day fully live up its full 
human potential as a liberal arts 
college, to one student’s wish 
that she not have to strive harder 
to prove herself to professors — 
just because she is black. 

“T think the president has 
made it very clear that we are 
not a dead-end committee,” 
Professor Drucker told the group 
at that meeting. “This is an 


absolutely marvelous opportunity 


for working together in some- 
thing that obviously means a lot 
to us.” 

Karen Green closed the meet- 
ing by telling a story about reci- 
procity. Ms. Green, who is 
black, recalled the enthusiasm 
of Dean of Students Gué Hudson 
68, who is white, when she and 
Jenifer Cooper ’86, an admis- 
sions counselor, returned from a 
conference at Swarthmore Col- 
lege last spring. The conference 
addressed growing concerns 
regarding minority students in 
higher education. Dean Hudson 
and Ms. Cooper visited each 
campus office, and spoke with 
students about the need for sen- 
sitivity regarding racial issues. 
The dean later admitted to Ms. 
Green that it would be harder 
than she thought to penetrate 
pre-existing misconceptions. 
“You do begin to find you are 
facing more obstacles than you 
expected,” Ms. Green told the 
group. “But as I said to Gué, 
‘support is a two-way street.’ We 
on this committee need to sup- 
port each other when the going 
gets rough, and it will get rough.” 

The dean, a committee 
member, has not given up the 
fight. “I remember being here 
and living on the same hall with 
the first minority student at 
Agnes Scott,” Gué Hudson 
mused. “I’m sorry it took 22 
years to come this far, but I’m 
glad we got here.”

National Grant Supports 
Seminar on Values 


Recent events remind us that the 
transmission of values is some- 
thing not inherited, but taught. 
Recognizing the importance of 
exploring ethics at a collegiate 
level, the National Endowment 
for the Humanities has awarded 
the College a $47,500 grant for 
faculty development. 

The grant will provide funds 
for a faculty seminar next summer 
titled “Teaching Values in the 
Western Tradition.” Twenty 
professors will gain further in- 
sight into justice, community 
and tolerance and will be asked 
to reflect on ways to convey 
appreciation for these values to 
their students. Fifteen professors 
will receive stipends from the 
grant, the other five —selected 
from faculty teaching the natural 
sciences — will by funded by the 
College. Ultimately, ideas from 
the seminar will be integrated 
into the College’s curriculum. 

“At colleges and universities 
the field of ethics has remained 
very active,” said Dean of the 
College Ellen Hall, the seminar’s 
director. “Recent events in 
business and government as well 
as in educational institutions 
have disappointed us and brought 
the importance of teaching 
values to the fore. 

“People don't like flagrant 
disregard for current ethical 
standards,” added the dean. “It 
falls to the educational system to 
help students, who are tomor- 
row’s leaders and politicians, to 
understand the principles that 
have made our society so strong.” 

Each week of the seminar will 
be devoted to the study of as- 
signed texts. They are: the first 
five books of the Hebrew Bible 
or the pentateuch, Aristotle's 
“Nicomachen Ethics,” Sophocles’ 
“Antigone,” John Locke's “Sec- 
ond Treatise of Government” 
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and “Letter on Toleration,” and 
Simone de Beauvoir’s “She Came 
to Stay.” 

Four consultants, considered 
experts in these subject areas, 
will discuss the text with faculty 
in a series of morning and after 
noon sessions. “A humanities 
faculty is one of the chief pur 
veyors of the values of a culture,” 
wrote Dean Hall in her proposal 
to NEH. “In the texts that we 
study and teach are enshrined 
the best images of what it is to 
be human. Sometimes the images 
are of failed, even evil, human- 
ity; other times, the images show 
us humanity at its best. 

“Our job is to convey these 
images not just as images, but as 
models of what life can be — for 
ourselves and for our students.” 

Agnes Scott's long-standing 
honor code reflects the College’s 
commitment to the development 
of personal ethics in its student 
body. “The honor system is a 
way of life, not something just 
taught in classrooms,” said Presi- 
dent Ruth Schmidt. “It isa 
pledge that students will be 
forthright in all dealings with 
the community. We want to 
make the point that in social 
and academic issues people 
should act with honor as they 
would want to be treated.” 

Dean Hall concurs. “The 
sense of honor infused into stu- 
dents at Agnes Scott carries over 
into post-graduation life,” she 
says. “The importance of estab- 
lishing an ethical base during a 
person's formative years is left up 
to family and school, and I don’t 
think the educational system has 
fulfilled its mission. 

“From their early years, chil- 
dren are confronted with com- 
petition and the importance of 
winning. We want to instill 
something deeper.”

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An enthusiastic Larry Gellerstedr, 
fired up by Agnes Scott’s newly 
launched Centennial Campaign, 
addressed alumnae class leaders 
and officers during this year’s 
Alumnae Leadership Confer- 
ence.

The campaign video 
was produced by North Charles 
Street Design, the same firm 
that created the award-winning 
admissions materials for the 
College.

A Coed 
Campus? 
Only in 
the Movies 


It seemed like such a good idea 
at the time. A pleasant-sounding 
man named Joe called me at 
home in the middle of a lazy 
summer Saturday and asked if 
his film production company 
could shoot a few scenes at 
Agnes Scott. At times I have 
jokingly remarked to other staff 
at the College that if we wanted, 
our beautiful Decatur campus 
could become a full-time movie 
backlot. Our office receives 
similar requests from the Georgia 
Film Commission and individual 
film companies about twice a 
week. 

“What's the film about?” | 
asked him.

The College has appeared in 
film as itself only once, in “A 
Man Called Peter.” Since then, 
it has represented a New England 
college in the “Four Seasons,” 
the University of Alabama in 
“The Bear,” and prep schools in 
“The Double McGuffin” and 
“One Terrific Guy.” Now we 
were called upon to stand in asa 
fictitious college with a football 
program versatile enough to 
span the generations. 

“What’s the title of the film?” 
lL asked. 


“The working title is ‘From 
Father to Son,’ but that may 
change,” he replied. 

After checking the legitimacy 
of “From Father to Son” with the 
Georgia Film Commission and 
getting administration approval, 
I called Joe to tell him that we 
were prepared to accommodate 
his crew on Monday morning. 

I felt good about the decision. 
After all, | thought — it is sum- 
mer, there are no students on 
campus and things are quiet. 
Besides, the College staff had 
put up with a good deal of disrup- 
tion because of the quadrangle 
and other renovations. What 
were a few movie types going to 
matter? 

A few movie types?! The vast 
array of of equipment trucks, 
lighting rigs, Winnebagos as 
dressing rooms, catering trucks, 
local Atlanta teen-age extras, 
and countless crew members was 
a stunning site on a Monday 
morning. 

And among the assemblage of 
people and equipment were the 
stars. John Beck, aka Mark 
Grayson on “Dallas,” was the 
father. | haven’t watched Dallas 
since J.R. was shot so I had to 
ask which part he played. It 
turns out that he was one of the 
show’s romantic leads before he 
went the way of so many soap 
opera heroes and suffered a pre- 
mature death. 

Christian Conrad, the real- 
life child of actor Robert Conrad, 
portrayed the son. Christian 
could play the role of the 
stereotypical blonde southern 
California beach boy. Some- 
times, when they did not need 
him on the set, he would pace 
past my office in Buttrick Hall 
silently rehearsing his lines. A 
shy, well mannered young man, 
the heat and humidity of the 
Georgia summer overwhelmed 
him. This was his first trip to the 
South, he told me. 

As the set decorators dressed 
our stately college to look like a 
less formal, coed institution, 
some interesting transformations 


have made the memory of my 
grandparents last longer than a 
lifetime.”

As the 
College nears her second century 
they have much to tell — about 
the seven-point academic pro- 
gram, campus renovations, and 
an Agnes Scott that keeps the 
best of old traditions, while 
progressively looking toward the 
future.

This fall, many Georgia high 
school students may be able to 
detect a significant difference in 
their French instruction. Twenty- 
one high school French teachers 
from all over the state spent five 
weeks at Agnes Scott during last 
summer’s French Institute, spon- 
sored by the Georgia Department 
of Education with in-kind sup- 
port from Agnes Scott. 

Under Georgia’s new Quality 
Basic Education Act, or QBE, 
every high school student will 
need at least two years of a for- 
eign language to graduate. The 
French Institute, held for the 
first time this summer, is a 
chance for teachers 
to review their subject — for 
certification, re-certification or 
to upgrade skills. A similar pro- 
gram in Spanish was held at 
Valdosta State College. 

Agnes Scott was chosen by 
the state on the strength of a 
proposal submitted last De- 
cember. French Department 
Chair Huguette Chatagnier was 
the program’s director. Others 
teaching the five-course seminar 
in phonetics, methods, culture, 
advance syntax and conversation

Professor of French Regine 
Reynolds-Cornell, Oscar Bonner 
and Anna Boller, both from the 
Westminster Schools in Atlanta. 
“We were lucky to have a very 
good group of teachers,” Profes- 
sor Chatagnier said of her five- 
week staff.

In Search of 
Credibility 
Obsession with credibility abroad 

leaves credibility gaps

Pundits are missing a deeper 
continuity when they blame the 
lran-contra crisis on unique 
flaws of the Reagan presidency, 
such as unruly personalities (the 
cowboys), management style 
(the hands-off presidency), or 
the corruption of institutions 
(the National Security Council, 
the CIA). 

The similarity between this 
crisis and Watergate is not co- 
incidental. Insecurity about our 
international reputation for 
toughness underlies these domes- 
tic fiascoes. Just as the frustration 
of Vietnam led Richard Nixon to 
Watergate, President Reagan’s 
major stumble is rooted in over- 
reaction to his twin nemesis, the 
ayatollah and the Sandinistas. 

It’s time to review one of the 
lessons of Vietnam: obsession 
with credibility abroad invites 
credibility gaps at home. 

Ronald Reagan took office 
determined to restore the United 
States to the dominant position 
it had enjoyed in the world of 
the 1950s. Jimmy Carter and the 
Democrats were blamed for pur- 
suing detente with the Soviets 
and human rights in the Third 
World at the expense of U.S. 
strategic superiority and the 
checking of communist expan- 
sion. The American public was 
diagnosed as suffering from 
Vietnam syndrome, a paralyzing 
unwillingness to intervene to 
prevent a string of communist 
takeovers stretching from Cam- 
bodia to Angola to Nicaragua. 

Central America came to the 
fore in the new administration’s 
game plan to revive American 
assertiveness 

Behind the administration’s 
thinking was a credibility doc- 
trine that holds that our actions 
are to be judged by their psycho- 
logical impact on our allies and 
enemies. Failure to “manage” 
Central America signals weak- 
ness, thereby undercutting the 
faith of our friends and encourag-

ing challenges by our ac 

As the Kissinger Commission 
argued, “Our credibility world 
wide is engaged. The triumph of 
hostile forces in what the Soviets 
call the ‘strategic rear’ of the 
United States would be read as a 
sign of impotence.” 

But the trouble with “fighting 
communism” to maintain our 
credibility is that credibility is a 
highly subjective, even flimsy, 
concept. What is credibility? 
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How do we measure it? How do 
we defend it? As Cornell Univer 
sity political scientist Eldon 
Kenworthy writes, “The correct 
formula for credibility becomes: 
‘We have it when we think they 
think we mean business.’” 

Such a vague goal opens us up 
to miscalculation of our weak- 
nesses, of Soviet strengths and 
intentions, and of our stake in 
conflicts around the globe. 

The credibility doctrine is 
dangerously expansive: It easily 
justifies misperceiving every 
local hot spot as a challenge to 
our prestige. As Hodding Carter 
wrote in the Wall Street Journal 
in response to the Kissinger 
Commission, “If we say that a 
failure to impose our will on the 
nations of this hemisphere . 
will be taken as a sign of Impo- 
tence, then it will be — if we say 
it often enough. . . . Tocast 
developments in each region and 
each country as reflections of our 
standing and power is to consign 
the United States to permanent 
war ina futile pursuit of the 
unattainable.” 

Ironically, despite the ration- 
alization of such tactics as a dose 
of necessary realism in a danger- 
ous world, the credibility doc- 
trine has not proved to be an 
effective antidote to the spread 
of communism. In fact, opposing 
Third World revolutions in the 
name of anti-communism has 
become, in a kind of self-fulfilling 
prophecy, a blueprint for manu- 
facturing endless enemies. If we 
brand rebels as communists 
often and loud enough and treat 
them accordingly, we can be 
pretty sure they will become our 
adversaries. 

The tactics used to further the 
ephemeral goal of international 
credibility inevitably infringe on 
domestic democratic processes. 

Jonathan Schell in “Time of 
Illusion,” an analysis of Nixon’s 
road from Vietnam to Watergate, 
writes: “How to make demonstra- 
tions of credibility was, above 
all, a problem of public relations, 
since what counted was not the 
substance of America’s strength 
or the actual state of its willing- 
ness but the image of strength 
and willingness.” 

The repression of dissent is a 
necessary corollary to the credi- 
bility doctrine. If intervention is 
intended to demonstrate that 
America is tough, then anti-war 
demonstrations make the Ameri- 
can public look soft. Disunity 
and dissent undermine the clear, 
consistent image that credibility- 
seekers desire to project. 50 
enemy lists, special “plumbers” 


at home 


units, FBI and CIA harrassment, 
and assorted dirty tricks became 

fair game for political opponents 

in the Watergate era. 

Today, we are witnessing a 
revival of McCarthyite tactics 
when Jeane Kirkpatrick charges 
that some congressmen “want to 
see Marxist victories in Central 
America” and Patrick Buchanan 
brands the Democratic Party the 
“co-guarantor of the Brezhnev 
doctrine in Central America.” 

Even within the administra- 
tion, the range of views is con- 
stricted. When Cabinet officials 
expressed reservations about the 
Ir inarms deal, they were simply 
cut out of the policy circuit. 

Obsession with projecting an 
image of so-called credibility 
abroad works against the require- 
ments of democracy at every 
turn. It leads to posturing, image 
manipulation, secrecy, lying, 
suppression ot dissent, a Nnarrow- 
ing circle of participation, an 
impatience with institutional 
procedures and legalities, anda 
concentration of power in the 
presidency. The staples of democ- 
racy, on the other hand, are the 
free flow of information, open 
and vigorous debate, tolerance 
and diverse opinions, accounta- 
bility of leaders and institutions, 
wide-ranging participation, and 
a broad diffusion of power. 

The current doctrine of credi- 
bility imperils our democracy at 
home and fails to defend our real 
national interests abroad. To 
escape the credibility trap, we 
must do more than shuffle per- 
sonnel and tinker with the politi- 
cal process. To attain genuine 
credibility, we must ensure that 
our foreign policies tap values 
supported by the American pub- 
lic and aspired to by people 
around the world. America must 
stand for self-determination and 
democracy — not just stand 
against communism — if we are 
to avoid an international stance 
that is reactive and reactionary. 

We must use our great eco- 
nomic and political resources to 
contain Soviet expansion. A 
resort to military force, although 
necessary at times, dk eS NOT signal 
strength but indicates failure of 
other methods of diplomacy. 

If we pursue goals worthy of 
our ideals with consistency and 
commitment, 
cessful foreign policies. And 
nothing beats success for credi- 
bility. —Gus Cochran

Wading Through Tax Reform 


Like most Americans, you proba- 
bly wonder what the changes 
brought about by the 1986 Tax 
Reform Act will mean to you in 
1987, the transition year under 
reform. Most likely, you will find 
yourself in a lower bracket be- 
cause of a reduction in tax rates. 
You may also find that some of 
the deductions you were accus- 
tomed to taking in previous years 
are no longer available. 

Despite tax changes, the 
charitable deduction is alive and 
well in 1987. And, if you item- 
ize, it may well prove to be your 
best tax “shelter” this year. 
While tax deductions are not 
the main reason most people 
make charitable contributions, 
they can help make the gift more 
affordable. Following are a few 
facts to consider in your year-end 
tax planning: 

LIA gift to the Annual Fund 
is fully deductible (up to 50 per- 
cent of your adjusted gross in- 
come) for itemizers. A gift made 
before Dec. 31 will probably be 
worth more to you than the same 
gift made after the first of the 
year, as tax rates are scheduled 
to be lowered again in 1988. 

(JYour situation may allow 
you to save tax dollars by making 
an unusually large gift this year, 


or by accelerating payments on 
future commitments or pledges 
into the current year. 

LIA gift of appreciated stock 
orother property may be worth 
more to you than a gift of cash, 
since you would avoid any capital 
gains tax. Capital gains are now 

taxed as ordinary income. Life- 
income plans, funded with ap- 
preciated stock, would eliminate 
capital gains taxes, sometimes 
paying more than old dividend 
rates. 

LJThe Individual Retirement 
Account (IRA) deduction has 
been abolished for most individu- 
als covered under other pension 
plans. An attractive alternative 
to an IRA isa Deferred Gift 
Annuity with Agnes Scott. It 
would not only generate an in- 
come tax deduction but would 
provide largely tax-free income 
at retirement for both you and 
your spouse for the rest of your 
lives. 

(Although tax reform makes 
many changes in federal tax 
laws, the federal estate tax law 
and the estate tax charitable 
deduction remain the same. A 
gift to Agnes Scott under you— 
will continue to be fully deduct- 
ible, no matter how large your 
estate may be.

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ailors who know wooden 

boats will tell you each 

one has its own spirit —a 
spirit born of woods and metals 
from the earth — born of the 
skill, patience, aesthetic in- 
stincts and tenacity of the master 
boat-builder — born of the love 
of its owner who restores it, 
maintains it, lives on it, becomes 
obsessed with it, tells stories 
about its strength, its resilience, 
its forgivingness. 

Because they embody this 
spirit, wooden boats teach me 
about my own spiritual nature 
and my relationship to God. 
They teach subtly: by metaphor 
and by simply being. And like 
all true teachers, wooden boats 
become, by teaching, sources of 
healing. For some, wooden boats 
become “icons of God,” in the 
phrase of Tilden Edwards, direc- 
tor of the Shalem Institute of 
Washington, D.C. 

To get to know a finely crafted 
wooden boat is an incredibly 
satisfying sensual experience. 
The hull and deck are made 
from long planks of juniper, 
mahogany, cedar or oak; they 
are jointered, planed and sanded 
smooth, then varnished to a 
deep luster. The mast is solid, of 
a piece, and fashioned from the 
trunk of one tree. The cotton 
canvas sails are heavy and rough 
to the touch. When hoisted in 
sunlight, they are blindingly 
white. In harbor wooden boats 
look settled. Even under sail 
they seem to rest easy in the

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water, to be a part of it, rather 
than bobbing on the surface as 
fiberglass boats do. When the 
boat is painted, its colors have 
an unusual depth and clarity — 
the forest greens and brick reds 
and buttery yellows on hulls and 
trim absorb and embrace the 
light, rather than reflect it. 
Wooden boats move through the 
waves with soft thuds, not the 
slapping sound of the fiberglass 
boats. 

After a good rain, the boat 
smells of damp old wood, canvas, 
mildew, rain and salt water. 
That combination of smells after 
a rain — or when in springtime 
the hatch is opened for the first 


time after a long winter — makes 
me feel at once lightheaded and 
secure, as if childhood, new life, 
play, and the promise of infinite 
possibility have not been lost 
after all. 

The spirituality of wooden 
boats has something to do with 
the love, craftsmanship, tradi- 
tion and pride that go into mak- 
ing them. The oldtimers taught 
the young how to build a lap 
strake boat — one in which 
planks are laid together tongue- 
in-groove along a frame of 
steamed and hand bent ribs to 
forma hull, no nails were used. 
Bur that’s a dying art. 

There are spiritual discoveries 


and growth to be found not only 
in building, but in repairing and 
maintaining a wooden boat. 
Restore an old, neglected boat 
and you rescue it. In the process 
of scraping, sanding and replac- 
ing rotting boards with strong 
new planks, and polishing fit- 
tings, you discover irreplaceable 
things about it — the eccentric 
way the hatchcovers latch, for 
instance, or the rosewood galley 
table inlaid with maple-and- 
mahogany fleur-de-lis that lay 
for decades under layers of hospi- 
tal-green paint. You are dismayed 
at how close something beautiful 
and unique had come to being 
lost forever. 

Finally, there is spiritual heal- 
ing in just simply being on a 
wooden boat. Most sailors speak 
of the need to be alone, either 
anchored out, or sailing. Perhaps 
it is the soft smells of the wood 
and cloth in the cabin, or the 
sounds of tiny fish thumping 
against the hull at night when 
everything is quiet, or the gentle 
creaking movements of the craft 
as it holds at anchor; after a few 
moments alone on a boat, | begin 
to reclaim lost parts of myself, to 
settle down, to become whole 
again.

I have 
kind, helpful friends and neigh- 
bors. The walled garden is my 
joy and my tranquilizer!”

“The Sweet Briar students 
quickly learned they had a new 
friend in ‘Miss Jester’ who was 
always ready to listen patiently 
to their ideas or their problems 
and to work out practical solu- 
tions with them. They also 
learned that she could be very 
firm when firmness seemed to 
her to be needed.” . . .She had 
a well developed sense of humor 
as well as of duty . . . She drew 
wild applause as she danced 
across the stage doing the latest 
dance fad, the Twist, in 1962, in 
. . Natural 
phenomena were among her 
unexpected interests . . . plea- 
sure in travel . . . calligraphy 
and painting in later years . . . 
“Now many Sweet Briar alumnae 
and colleagues mourn the loss of 
a cherished, delightful friend, 
while at the same time they 
remember her with joy.”

Women & the Constitution  Skyrocketing Student Debt ¢ Campus Concern About AIDS 


Former Congresswoman Shirley 
Chisholm (D-N.Y.) was this 
year's Founder’s Day speaker. In 
1968 she became the first black 
woman elected to Congress and in 
1972 became the first Black 
American to seek the presidency. 
Shirley Anita St. Hill 
Chisholm was born 64 years ago in 
the Bedford-Stuyvesant section of 
Brooklyn. She graduated cum 
laude from Brooklyn College and

received a master’s from Columbia 
University in 1952. She was a 
New York State Assemblywoman 
from 1964 to 1968 — when she 
ran against James Farmer, founder 
of the Congress of Racial Equality, 
for a U.S. Congressional seat. She 
was among a group of prominent 
women leaders who formed the 
National Women’s Political 
Caucus in 1971. 


She resigned from Congress in 
1981, she says, because the body’s 
conservative atmosphere prevented 
her from pursuing her social agenda

The former congresswoman sheds 
light on the Constitution’s origins 


When the founding fathers 
penned those three words, “We 
the people”, did they intend to 
protect the rights of all 
Americans or for justice to be 
meted out to only a select few? 

Justice Thurgood Marshall has 
argued that the founding fathers 
did not have in mind the major- 
ity of American citizens when 
the Constitution was written in 
1787. By including the phrase 
“the whole number of free per- 
sons,” the Constitution excluded 
Negro slaves on a matter as basic 
as the right to vote. Although 
the South made sure that blacks 
were counted for representa- 
tional purposes as 3/5 each. 

Needless to say, Justice 
Marshall’s recent remarks did 
create a storm of controversy 
How could a Supreme Court 
Justice dare to question the 
Constitution, the foundation of 
American democracy? Didn’t he 
realize that the “Three fifths 
Compromise” was the only way 
to form a more perfect union? 
Didn’t he realize that the 
“Three-fifths Compromise” was 
the only way to get out of the sit- 
uation in which our nation 
found itself at that particular 
time? 

But it is this very foundation 
and the willingness to compro- 
mise that often threatens to un- 
dermine the individual freedoms 
unique to the American political 
system. And this situation, of 
course, is complicated by the fact 
that the legacy of slavery made 
racism endemic to American 
society. 

Therefore, we should not be at 
all surprised when the rights of 
racial minorities from time to 
time are sometimes sacrificed for 
the greater good of the national 
community. Moreover when ec- 
onomic interests intervene, the 
rights of minority groups not 
only in our country, but also 
abroad are often ignored. 

Now the precedent was esta- 
blished with the formation of a 
constitution that allowed the 
continuation of slavery and the 
slave trade. The willingness to 
compromise the rights of blacks 
to form the United States of 
America ignored, even at that 
time, the international contribu- 
tion of blacks to American 
independence. 

In addition to the sacrifice of 


Crispus Attucks, 5,000 blacks 
fought for American indepen- 
dence, yet neither free blacks nor 
their enslaved brothers and sis- 
ters could count on that basic 
document the Constitution to 
protect their fundamental rights. 

So many persisted in demand- 
ing their freedom as full 
American citizens. As one of a 
group of 19 free blacks reminded 
the white patriarchs in 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire: 
“Public and private tyranny and 
slavery are alike detestable. The 
God of nature gave all of us life 
and freedom upon terms of the 
most perfect equality with other 
men. We expect great things.” 
Wrote one group of slaves to the 
Massachusetts General Court: 
“From men who have made such 
a noble stand against the designs 
of their fellow men to enslave.” 

Some blacks used the language 
of American independence to 
campaign for civil rights after 
they had won their freedom, and 
for two years between 1778 and 
1780, John and Paul Cuffey, two 
free black ship merchants of 
Westport, Mass., refused to pay 
their taxes as long as Massa- 
chusetts did not allow them to 
vote. In the state courts and at 
local town meetings they argued ‘“ 
in strong language that they too 
would not submit to taxation 
without representation, and their 
action — the action of the 
Cuffey brothers — encouraged 
that state to redraft the 1778 ver- 
sion of its constitution, which 
contained no bill of rights and re- 
stricted voting by race. 

And that final state constitu- 
tion, adopted in 1780, did not 
limit voting by blacks and was 
later interpreted as prohibiting 
slavery. But such pleas did not go 
completely unheard. In the 
northern states where the institu- 
tion was less economically im- 
portant than in the rich planta- 
tion areas of the south, the anti- 
slavery movement grew during 
the post-Revolutionary period, 
attracting such nobles as 
Benjamin Franklin of Penn- 
sylvania, John J. Alexander 
Hamilton and Aaron Burr of 
New York, and Moses Brown of 
Rhode Island. And this kind of 
strategy succeeded in the North 
because slaveholders there had 
less economic and political

The President 
Last fall, U.S. News and World 
Report featured a special section 
on America’s best colleges. As 
many of you know, Agnes Scott 
was not on that list. A world of 
explanation is in order. 

For the basis of their survey, 
U.S. News used the Carnegie 
Foundation’s “Classification of 
Colleges,” which has two catego- 
ries for liberal arts colleges. 
Liberal Arts I is made up of 
highly selective schools, while 
Liberal Arts II is comprised of 
less selective schools. 

Agnes Scott is the only 
Georgia college of the 125 liberal 
arts colleges and the only one in 
Georgia included in Liberal Arts 
I. The colleges U.S. News listed 
as the “best” southern liberal arts 
colleges were all regional col- 
leges and not in competition 
with Agnes Scott on the survey. 

The magazine sent a separ- 
ate survey to national and re- 
gional college presidents. The re- 
sults are based on presidents’ 
opinions of colleges, whether or 
not they have any real knowl- 
edge of all the institutions in 
their categories. 

When U.S. News invited 
critics of the survey to talk with 
them about the magazine’s meth- 
odology, Dr. Samuel R. Spencer 
Jr., an Agnes Scott trustee and 
president of the Virginia 
Foundation of Independent 
Colleges, attended the meeting. 

hile in their editorial 
pages the magazine called the 
survey “the most comprehensive 
of its kind ever undertaken,” 
they later recanted, according to 
Dr. Spencer, saying they did not 
claim to have conducted a scien- 
tific survey. Furthermore, they 
told meeting participants, the 
survey is popular and helps sell 
magazines. Unfortunately it can 
also contribute to misleading 
information. 

Agnes Scott, Hollins, 
Salem, Randolph Macon 
Women’s and Sweet Briar 
Colleges are all classified in the 
stiffest competition of national 
liberal arts colleges. Yet Mary 
Baldwin College, named as one 
of the top ten of southern liberal 


arts colleges, (Liberal Arts II) has 


sent out admissions and alumnae 
materials claiming to be the best 
women’s liberal arts college in 
the South, based on U.S. News 
and World Report. By admis- 
sions standards, as well as re- 
sources, Agnes Scott is clearly 
still the best women’s college in 
the South and one of the top 10 
percent nationally. 
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Agnes Scott President Ruth 
Schmidt was among those who par- 
ticipated in “Women and the 
Constitution: A Bicentennial 
Perspective.” She moderated a 
panel titled “Educating Women for 
Constitutional Participation: The 
Church, Home and School.” 
Sponsored by The Carter Center of 
Emory University, Georgia State 
University and the Jimmy Carter 
Library, the program provided a fo- 
rum for knowledge and insight into 
women's accomplishments and 
challenges under the Constitution. 
The following article is excerpted 
from Emory University’s Campus

When John Adams was helping 
lay the legal foundation for the 
new republic of the United 
States, he received a letter from 
his wife Abigail urging him to 
“remember the ladies” in the 
process. Failure to do so, she 
warned her husband, would re- 
sult in a nation of women deter- 
mined to “foment a rebel- 
lion.” Slightly more than 200 
years later, 1,500 women from 
every state and 10 foreign coun- 
tries met in Atlanta recently to 
gauge their progress since the 
writing of the Constitution — 
which made no mention of the 
ladies — and to make good on 
Abigail's threat of rebellion. 
“Women and the Constitu- 
tion: A Bicentennial Perspec— 
tive” was staged at the down- 
town Atlanta Hilton Hotel, and 
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convened by 
former first la- 
dies Rosalynn 
Carter, Lady Bird 
Johnson (both of whom 
were present), Betty Ford 
and Pat Nixon. 

A strong emotional current 
ran through the symposium as 
more than 150 speakers — in- 
cluding Supreme Court Justice 
Sandra Day O'Connor and for- 
mer vice presidential candidate 
Geraldine A. Ferraro — offered 
their insights and issued renewed 
marching orders for the women’s 
rights movement. 

“Tn a perfect world,” said Rosa— 
lynn Carter,“ this would be 
women ‘in’ the Constitution in- 
stead of women ‘and’ the Con— 
stitution.” Ferraro agreed: “Two 
hundred years ago, [the founding 
fathers] wrote a brilliant political 
document that was, for more 
than half the population, seri- 
ously flawed.” 

Despite the omission of wom— 
en from the Constitution, sym- 
posium participants had much to 
praise about the gains they have 
forged, particularly in the last 30 
years. But they were far from 
satisfied. 

“There are still significant 
gaps,” observed O’Connor, who 
noted that in her profession, 5 
percent of law firm partners in 
the country are women, despite 
increases in women associates. 

O’Connor said that from her 
chamber’s window in Washing— 
ton, D.C., she can gaze upon the 
headquarters of the National 
Women’s Party and the early 
home of suffragist Alice Paul. It 
reminds O’Connor that 70 years 
ago, “women had yet to obtain 
that most basic civil right, the 
right to vote.” But the view, she 
said, also drives home that “sin- 
gle-minded determination and 
effort can bring about fundamen- 
tal changes in even a well- 
entrenched system of discri— 
mination.”

The price of accomplishment 


Indeed, several women whose 
own determination sparked land- 
mark Supreme Court decisions 
and other advances were at the 
symposium. Rosa Parks, who re- 
fused to relinquish her seat to a 
white passenger on a Montgom— 
ery, Ala., bus in 1955, proudly 
told one panel discussion that to- 
day “black women are driving 
the buses in Montgomery.” 
Elizabeth Hishon, who took the 
Atlanta law firm King & Spald— 
ing before the Supreme Court 
because it refused to make her a 
partner, said it “was a wonderful 
feeling to stand up for something 
you believe in.” 

But strong beliefs can extract a 
price, said those who have been 
the route. While the U.S. 
Supreme Court might remain 
the ultimate judicial authority, 
the route to its hallowed halls is 
usually long and tortuous. In 
fact, so time-consuming, emo- 
tionally draining and expensive 
is civil rights litigation that “T try 
to talk people out of litigation 
most of the time,” said 
SaraWeddington, who success- 
fully represented Jane Roe in the 
reproductive rights case, Roe vs. 
Wade. 

But once the decision to move 
ahead is made, she and others 
suggested, there must be no let- 
ting up. “Our task is too great,” 
said Barbara Jordan, former con- 
gresswoman from Texas and now 
a professor at the University of 
Texas. “Our hold on the future 
is too tenuous. Our relationships 
too fragile. Time remaining too 
short. Space we occupy too 
small. Life too great to hang out 
a sign, ‘For Men Only.” 


Stalking new territory 


With rare exception, panelists 
and attendees were women, from 
Girl Scouts to senior citizens. 
Many attendees said they were 
drawn to Atlanta more by the 
notion of the symposium than by 
the high-profile names that giit- 
tered from the dais. “I came here 
because we have to keep remind- 
ing ourselves that we are all in 
this together,” said one partici- 
pant, a teacher from New York. 
“Without support sessions like 
these, we cdi our ground.” 

“Women and the Consti- 
tution” attendees frequently 
sought answers to questions of 
politics and race relations and 
advice and directions to be taken 
back to the battle lines. 

The advice was uniform: com- 
promise and patience have done 
little for the movement and now 
it is time to stake new territory. 
Having been fed through the 
years all manner of advice from 
men that seemed to only work 
for men, the women were glad to 
hear that they were not alone in 
their frustrations. 


While disdainful of career and 
societal roadblocks erected by 
men, speakers also had caution- 
ary words for women, warning 
that infighting was equally dam- 
aging and only served to impede 
further progress. Barbara Jordan, 
speaking about efforts to ratify 
the Equal Rights Amendment, 
noted that “all women do not 
support [the ERA]. Those who 
do must respect the right of oth- 
ers who choose not to support 
the ERA. Freedom of choice is 
not restricted to those with 
whom we agree.” 

Added Mary King, who served 
in the Carter administration and 
wrote the recently published 
“Freedom Song” about her days 
as a white woman in the civil 
tights movement, “We must sup- 
port each other. Another 
woman’s success never dimin- 
ishes yours.” — Rob Levin 


President Schmidt’s participa- 
tion was not Agnes Scott’s onl 
contribution to “Women and the 
Constitution.” Since the Col— 
lege is officially a bicentennial 
campus, the Constitution 
Celebration Committee tied spe- 
cial events and exhibits to the 
symposium, according to Pro— 
fessor Sally MacEwen, the com- 
mittee chair. 

Under the direction of 
Instructor of Music Rowena 
Renn, the Agnes Scott Glee 
Club performed “A Litany for 
America” at the conference. 

A mini-conference on campus 
dealt with how past constitutions 
have affected women. 

Officially the Committee be- 
gan celebrating in November 
when Harold J. Berman, Emory 
University's distinquished pro- 
fessor in the history of law, lec- 
tured on constitutional history. 
Said Professor MacEwen,“Stu- 
dents and faculty continued to 
discuss the issues raised long after 
it was over.” 

A bicentennial dinner took 
place in Evans Dining Hall that 
week as well. During dinner a 
questionnaire given to students 
rephrased the Bill of Rights, pos- 
ing such questions as: “Should 
Congress be allowed to prohibit 
excessive tv evangelism that re- 
quests money?” and “Should cur- 
rent regulations concerning gun 
control be lifted?” 

“In most cases they agreed with 
the original Bill,” said Professor 
MacEwen. “The one exception 
was on gun control, where 89% 
of the respondents said that cur- 
rent gun control laws should not 
be removed, despite the fact that 
the Constitutions says ‘the right 
to bear arms shall not be 
enfringed.” 

Although the official birthday 
of the Constitution was last 
September, celebrations 
throughout the country will con- 
tinue until 1989, the bicenten- 
nial of the Bill of Rights. 
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power. In the South such argu- 
ments moved a few masters to in- 
dividual acts of emancipation but 
they found very little legislative 
support, and by 1804 slavery, 
which had been practiced in all 
13 colonies, was abolished or was 
set on the road to abolition by 
gradual emancipation plans in all 
of the northern states, isolating 
that institution in the South. 

The compromise on rights for 
Black Americans in 1787 was at 
the heart of slavery’s continua- 
tion. How often have we heard 
the phrase, “politics is the art of 
compromise?” But when the real 
test came, would this new nation, 
the United States of America, 
end its slavery? And the answer 
was a political one rather than 
one based on the moral princi- 
ples that had driven the same 
colonists to fight for their free- 
dom and their independence 
from England. 

New England delegates com- 
promised on slavery not only be- 
cause the Southern colonies de- 
manded its continuation as their 
price for joining this perfect un- 
ion, but also because New 
Englanders themselves profited 
from the slave trade. The New 
England states engaged in the 
carrying trade would profit from 
transporting the slaves from 
Africa from the goods produced 
in America by slave labor. So 
with this compromise, the legal 
slave trade continued for another 
11 years. 

But more importantly, the in- 
stitution of slavery was secured as 
the primary source of wealth for 
the southern states. As one for 
the southern delegates, Charles 
Pinkney of South Carolina re- 
ported, they had made the “best 
terms for the security that we in 
our power to make. We would 
have made better if we could, but 
on the whole I do not think them 
bad.” 

How then as we are celebrating 
the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of the United States 
Constitution, this great docu- 
ment that purported to really sin- 
cerely believe in liberty, freedom 
and justice for all; how then, in 


spite of the fact that the written 
word and the rhetoric was not 
consistent with the actions; how 
then have we moved to an era 
where the Supreme Court has 
applied the protections of the 
United States Constitution to 
all of its citizens regardless of 
race, creed or color. 

After the Civil War three 
amendments were added to the 
United States Constitution be- 
cause we are all cognizant of the 
fact that when the United States 
Constitution was established, 
blacks were considered property 
as well as women. So we saw that 
the passage of the 13th Amend- 
ment, which ended slavery and 
voluntary servitude and the 14th 
Amendment, which provided 
full citizenship, and the 15th 
that provided that the right to 
vote in this democracy should 
not be denied on the basis of 
race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. 

These three basic additions to 
the Constitution, now brought 
in all of those persons who from 
the inception of this great repub- 
lic were not even considered. 
This is what has helped to make 
this constitution such an impor- 
tant document. Because in spite 
of the fact that certain segments 
of American society were not in- 
cluded in that document, the 
very powerful amendment-mak- 
ing processes have really helped 
to elaborate this document and 
to enable it to continue to really 
bring about the necessary 
changes, changes that one al- 
ways has to deal with in a dy- 
namically changing society. But 
these conditions certainly did 
serve as the basis of the first time 
in the history of this nation for 
the inclusion of all Americans 
under the protection of this 
basic document. 

Yet in spite of this, the full im- 
pact of these amendments would 
not be truly realized until the 
20th century. In the post-Civil 
War era, two Supreme Court de- 
cisions seriously modified the ef- 
fects of these additions. 

In 1883, for example, the court 
struck down the civil rights act 
of 1875. Remember the Civil 
Rights act of 1965 was not the 
first time in the United States 
that we had a civil rights act. 
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Never forget that in 1875 we had 
one that was struck down be- 
cause it stated that at some time 
blacks must assume the rank of 
mere citizen and cease to be the 
special favorite of the lords. And 
the upshot was that blacks real- 
ized once again that they could 
not really look to the federal 
government for protection of 
their rights but were sent back to 
the states — the very entities 
they were running from. 

The most comprehensive 
statement came at the Plessy vs 
Ferguson decision in 1896. 
Justice Henry Brown wrote that 
“the object of the 14th Amend- 
ment could not have been in- 
tended to abolish distinctions 
based upon color or to enforce 
social as distinguished from po- 
litical equality or a comingling of 
the two races.” The state, he 
said, is at liberty to act with ref- 
erence to the established use of 
the customs and traditions for 
the people. “If one race be infer- 
ior to the other race socially, the 
Constitution of the United 
States cannot put them upon the 
same plain.” My friends, from 
this doctrine, from this decision, 
came the doctrine of separate but 
equal that would not be knocked 
down until 1954 with the Brown 
vs. Board of Education decision. 

Separate but equal created two 
worlds of race in America — one 
black and one white. Lynching, 
segregation, disenfranchisement 
and more marred the landscape 
of the decades following the 
Plessy decision. And what was 
essentially devastating was that 
blacks had little or no remedy in 
the courts. Even the Supreme 
Court, the very agency that ex- 
isted precisely to provide for re- 
dress of grievances by the citizens 
of this great nation. 

A separation of two classes of 
Americans was made on color. 
Second-class citizenship was 
then transferred to other racial 
minorities. Hispanics in 
California were subjected to laws 
which forbade any non-white 
person from testifying in court 
against a white person. Asian 
Americans also faced a different 
kind of challenge in obtaining 
American citizenship. The 
China Exclusion Acts of 1880 
and 1890, as well as the Alien

Land Act of 1913, were attempts 
to deny citizenship to foreign- 
born Asians. In the case of 
Japanese-Americans, even 
American citizenship did not 
protect them against the intern- 
ment camps of World War II. 

Here we have a clear example 
of economic interest intervening 
against individual freedom. All 
of us have to recognize that 
Abraham Lincoln indicated 
quite clearly that he would do 
that which he had to do in order 
to preserve the union. The 
emancipation of slaves came as a 
by-product of that statement. It 
had nothing to do with the moral 
authority within a human being 
who believed with deep humani- 
tarian feelings that it was time for 
blacks to be included in the un- 
ion. The important thing, in 
spite of the inequities and grie- 
vances in our great nation that 
have yet to be corrected, is to 
recognize why this great United 
States of American has suc- 
ceeded and has been able to go 
on in spite of momentary upris- 
ings and rebellions. 

The most wonderful thing is 
the ability of the doctrine to be 
flexible. It is wonderful to see 
how the parameters of our basic 
documents have been broadened 
bit by bit to bring in all of the 
persons that make up this multi- 
faceted, variegated nation. 

When we look at Italy, for ex- 
ample, and realize that since the 
1940s they have had over 40 dif- 
ferent kinds of governments, we 
have to be thankful that in the 
United States of America, in 
spite of the Revolutionary War, 
the Civil War, the Korean War, 
the Women’s Movement, the 
Civil Rights Movement and all 
of the different kinds of move- 
ments that have some bearing on 
our conscience, that we have 
never sunk into any kind of anar- 
chistic state. That is because the 
United States Constitution rises 
to the occasion every time in or- 
der to sort out all that needs to be 
sorted out. 

So as we move past the celebra- 
tions of the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of this great document 
may we continue to realize that it 
must be protected. But may we 
also continue to recognize that 
we must not ever get ourselves in 
a state of complacency and ac- 
quiescence. Where we would 
push inequities and grievances 
arising in the society under the 
proverbial rug and hope to God 
that said grievances would disap- 
pear. Eternal vigilance is the 
price that all have to pay for 
liberty. 

Someday, somewhere, some- 
how and in some fashion all of us 


will be brothers under one God.

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Brown Finds Global Arena Ticket to Success 


His world is small, really. The 
three-mile round trip from his 
home to the campus, which he 
usually walks so his teenage 
daughters may drive to school, 
allows new Global Awareness 
Director George Brown an op- 
portunity to think and plan. 

As he ponders the future of 
Agnes Scott's still-young Global 
Awareness Program, the 42-year 
director sees much promise. “I 
think good groundwork has been 
laid,” he says. “Our biggest need 
is to somehow design a program 
that is seen [by students] as 
something they can take and 
afford.” 

However administrators ulti- 
mately decide to design the pro- 
gram, Dr. Brown believes that 
“students develop a better under- 
standing of their own cultural 
values, as well as an appreciation 
for the physical and cultural di- 
versity of our world,” from inter- 
national studies. 

George Brown’s own labora- 
tory was his backyard. He grew 
up in Korea, where his parents 
were missionaries, and he at- 


tended the Canadian Academy 
in Kobe, Japan. 

Did he ever think of his life as 
different growing up? “When 
you're a kid,” he explains smil- 
ing, “you tend to think of what- 
ever your life is as a normal kind 
of life.” 

Coming back to the United 
States to attend Davidson 
College, however, he discovered 
just how unique his experience 
had been. 

“I was surprised when I came 
back as a college student to find 
that my experience was unusual, 
and a bit disappointed to find 
that my friends hadn’t had any 
type of international experi- 
ence,” he says. One wonders if 
that experience currently fuels 
his drive to provide international 
opportunities for this generation 
of college students. 

He does not say, but his re- 
sume clearly shows a continuing 
fascination with the global 
arena. After Davidson he at- 
tended the University of 
Virginia, receiving both a mas- 
ter's and doctorate in interna- 


tional studies. As young army of- 
ficer, he worked with U.S.- 
stationed foreign military per- 
sonnel to smooth over cultural 
transitions. 

Before coming to Agnes 
Scott, Dr. Brown spent the last 
five years as senior staff director 
at the Friendship Force's inter- 
national headquarters in 
Atlanta and prior to that was ex- 
ecutive director of Villa 
International, also in Atlanta. 

He has both an Agnes Scott 
connection and a continuing in- 
ternational connection through 
his family. Both his mother and 
sister are graduates of the 
College, Mary Hopper Brown 
’43 and Mary Brown Bulloch 
66. His wife is a graphic artist 
for KLM Royal Dutch Airlines 
and his sister directs the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences’ 
China exchange program. His 
parents returned from overseas 
and his father is now director of 
international missions for the 
Presbyterian Church. 

As director of Global 


Awareness, Dr. Brown “saw an 


opportunity to combine work 
I’ve been doing the last 10 years 
with international and exchange 
programs with my earlier aca- 
demic background.” He previ- 
ously taught political science at 
Capital University. 

“T have a vision that every 
student should have an opportu- 
nity to study abroad as part of 
the curriculum,” he says. “It 
should be a fundamental compo- 
nent of any liberal arts edu- 
cation.” 

Working with funds from the 
Dupont grant (ME Fall ’86) and 
a 2-year Department of Educa- 
tion grant, which provides funds 
for course development, Dr. 
Brown has a headstart. But more 
needs to be done, he notes. 
“Major centennial gifts will ena- 
ble us to have permanent funds 
to continue broad financial sup- 
port to students.” 

He also hopes to implement 
an on-campus global issues pro- 
gram, to increase activities in- 
volving a great natural resource, 
Agnes Scott's own international 
students, and to seek interaction 


with Atlanta’s growing interna- 
tional community. An out- 
growth of any of these might be 
opportunities for student intern- 
ships with an international flair, 
he thinks, which can provide 
valuable preparation for business 
or social service careers. He says 
his own college internship with 
the state department influenced 
his career path. 

Upcoming global awareness 
trips include a five-week tour of 
European cathedrals, focusing on 
Italy, France and England. 
“German Civilization and 
Music” will be a two-part inter- 
departmental course offered in 
the fall. The first part will be 
taught on campus, the second 
during three weeks of travel to 
“major cultural sites formerly 
part of the German Empire 

So that students may be able 
to decide on program participa- 
tion sooner, Dr. Brown and his 
staff are currently planning trips 
from 1989-1991 to China, 
France, Malaysia and the Soviet 
Union, among other countries. 


Now You See Him, Now You Don’t 


The Agnes Scott community 
barely had time to get to know 
its first Fulbright-Scholar-in- 
Residence before he had to 
leave. Cesar E. Diaz was a visit- 
ing professor last semester in the 
Political Science Department. 
He came to Agnes Scott from 
the University of Madrid. 

The Scholar-in-Residence 
Program allows colleges with 
limited opportunities to host for- 
eign scholars “to develop or en- 
tich established area studies or 
international programs,” ac- 
cording to the Fulbright Com- 
mission. The program is funded 
by the United States Infor- 
mation Agency. 

The College community was 
first introduced to the 38-year- 
old professor on October 7 when 
he gave a convocation lecture 
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on “Love and Other Banalities.” 
“I’m not a love's professional or a 
professional lover,” he began his 
speech. “When it comes to love 
matters, the person speaking to 
you is just an amateur,” he con- 
cluded modestly. Aside from the 
obvious appeal of a handsome 
man with an appealing accent 
giving a lecture on love, his con- 
tent was scholarly and precise. 
Professor Diaz taught two 
courses during his semester here. 
One was a 100-level course on 
transition to democracy. The 
other was an upper level course 
on European integration, a con- 
cept Professor Diaz believes 
strongly in and works toward at 
home. He terms it a European 
Federation, or a merger of 
European nations — “an attempt 
to combine the unity and diver- 
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sity of the continent,” he 
explains. 

And although Professor Diaz 
likes the international opportu- 
nities his work brings him, “I 
could not live anywhere else [but 
Europe],” he said, “until I see the 
European federation built.” 

He received a master's degree 
at the University of Washington 
in Seattle and has studied in 
Italy as well as Spain. He has 
published works in four 
anguages. 

Currently director-general of 
the Center for Research and 
European Information at the 
University of Madrid, Dr. Diaz 
also teaches political science 
there. 

Said Associate Professor of 
Political Science Gus Cochran 
of his temporary colleague, “He 
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enriched us, we saw a different 
type of teaching, a different type 
of political science. In a small 
department you're always wor- 
ried about diversity in the field 
and in point of view. Anything 
we can do to broaden our hori- 
zons is extremely helpful. 

“We were interested in 
Spain,” Professor Cochran ex- 
plained, “because of [Associate 
Professor of Political Science] 
Tommie Sue Montgomery's in- 
terest in Latin American and 
Argentina's recent return to de- 
mocracy from militiary rule, 
much like Spain. We wanted a 
political scientist from the 
European point of view.” Dr. 
Montgomery was a Fulbright 
fellow at the Universidad del 
Salvador in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, last year. 

How did they find Dr. Diaz? 
“We went looking for him, basi- 
cally,” said Professor Cochran. 
They consulted with a colleague 
at Emory University, whose spe- 
cialty is Spanish politics and 
asked for suggestions. The 
College awaited word on their 
selection by the Fulbright 
Commission, who then con- 
tacted the scholars the College 
had chosen and made them an 
offer. 

“One day I was in my office in 
Madrid and a nice lady from the 
Fulbright office told me that I 
had been chosen by a small, but 
good college in the South,” is 
how Cesar Diaz found out about 
his selection. He too checked 
with a friend at Emory to find 
out more about Agnes Scott. 

“His presence on the campus 
was the result of a lot of enthu- 
siasm and hard work by faculty,” 
said Dean of the College Ellen 
Wood Hall ’67. After all is said 
and done, Professor Cochran 
believes it was well worth it. “A 
number of people beyond the 
political science department got 
to know Cesar and interacted 
with him. The benefits were not 
ours alone.” 
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StraightTalk 
About AIDS 


One indication of the weight 
College officials gave to the na- 
tional video-conference on 
AIDS in February was their can- 
cellation of classes and rea- 
rangement of schedules. Almost 
every student was present at the 
live screening of “AIDS: Future 
Campus Crisis?;“ attendance was 
mandatory. All faculty and staff 
were encouraged to attend as 
well. 

“We presented the proposal 
to the faculty last fall,“ said Pat 
Murray, director of student 
health. “They unanimously de- 
cided to voluntarily rearrange 30 
classes that afternoon.” 

In this era of satellite com- 
munication, students from all 
over the country at once viewed 
a panel of experts who discussed 
AIDS and precautions to guard 
against the fatal disease. 

In a talk-show format, pan- 
elists discussed the issues, after 
which students were able to 
phone in questions. One Agnes 
Scott student, Sophomore Susan 
Haynes, was able to get through. 
She posed two questions, one for 
herself and one for another stu- 
dent. 

Agnes Scott officials are con- 
cerned with teaching students 
the dangers of sexually-trans- 
mitted diseases such as AIDS. 
“The main thrust for [people 
who deal with] AIDS now is ed- 
ucation,” says Ms. Murray. 
“Ignorance leaves people at risk 
for the disease.” 

“AIDS: Future Campus 
Crisis?” started with basic educa- 
tion. One panelist’s rhetorical 
question of “What is sex?”, or 
what constitutes the type of sex 
that can pass along the AIDS vi- 
Tus, met with titters from the stu- 
dio audience as well those at 
Agnes Scott. 

Some parts of the program 
were graphic, even for those 
used to a now-routine explic- 
itness of a PG-13 movie. At one 
point Paula VanNess, director of 
the National AIDS Informa- 
tion/Education Program at the 
Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, demonstrated proper 
application of a condom, using 
her two fingers as props. 

It was, acknowledged the 
program’s host, difficult subject 
matter and uncomfortable to 
deal with — even for the ex- 
perts. They did manage, how- 
ever, to treat a deadly and de- 
pressing topic with some humor 
—a point probably much- 
appreciated by those who sat 

rough the 2-hour plus 
presentation. 

As for Susan Haynes, her 
questions were answered. How- 
ever she is not convinced that 
the experts know all they need 
to know to combat the disease. 

“Tt was interesting,” she ad- 
mits. “I hope satel across 
the country somewhere got 
something out of it. I think they 
did.” 
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East Germany 


Germany’s Haunting History 


The setting sun cast a golden 
light over the streets, stores and 
houses, our first impression of 
the famous Berliner Luft, the 
clean, clear air of Berlin. New 
buildings stood side by side with 
older apartment houses, 
churches and stores. Wooded 
parks where princes used to hunt 
were pink and green with 
blooming chestnut trees. Lilacs 
and rhododendron graced pri- 
vate gardens and public 

squares. 

A hush fell over our group. 
The only sound above the hum 
of the motor was the voice of our 

ide commenting quietly over 
his handheld mike. I was over- 
whelmed by a feeling of wonder 
and awe. This was more than the 
familiar “I don’t believe I’m 
here“ tourist’s reaction. This was 
a spine-tingling sense of history, 
a vision in my mind’s eye of all 
that these streets had seen, heard 
and borne. It was a feeling that 
would stay with me for the next 
19 days in Central Europe. 

Our group left Atlanta last 
May, organized and led by Dr. 
Gunther Bicknese, chair of 
Agnes Scott’s Department of 
German. It was composed of five 
alumnae, 11 husbands and other 
friends, many of whom had trav- 
eled with Dr. Bicknese before. 

We spent four days in Berlin. 
We saw the city thronged with 
120,000 visitors attending a 
sports festival. Everywhere were 
children and youth in the bright 
uniforms of their groups, march- 
ing in parades and giving sponta- 
neous demonstrations of their 
skills — friendly, happy and 
noisy. We saw the Olympic 
Stadium built for the games in 
1936, the year gold-medal win- 
ner Jesse Owens was snubbed by 
Adolf Hitler. The wide avenue 
leading to the stadium’s south 
entrance is now known as Jesse 
Owens Strasse. 

Berlin is actually an island in 


the River Spree. Our guide 
pointed out the square on which 
John Kennedy made his famous 
Ich bin ein Berliner speech. And 
in front of the new sports arena 
was the Freedom Monument, a 
strangely-shaped new sculpture, 
like the giant wax lips children 
buy, which Berliners jokingly 
call “the frozen smile of Jimmy 
Carter.” 

The contrast between West 
and East Berlin was striking. 
While the western sector was 
very much like an American 
city, the eastern sector appeared 
dismal, dirty and rundown. Even 
the people on the streets had a 
shabby and dejected look about 
them. We felt the impact of a 
different culture immediately as 
we approached the wall that di- 
vides the two cities. The 
BerlinWall is dingy concrete, 
about 15 feet high, covered with 
graffiti. Near Checkpoint 
Charlie it was littered with thou- 
sands of sheets of paper. It turns 
out that these were question- 
naires issued by the West 
German government for a cen- 
sus. Opposing this “attempt at 
curtailing the people’s right to 
privacy, many Berliners slapped 
their blank forms all over the 
Wall. 

At the section of the wall new 
the old Reichstag there are clus- 
ters of crosses bearing the names 
of people who had been caught 
and executed attempting to pass 
illegally from East to West 
Berlin. On the east side of the 
Wall armed guards were every- 
where — at the official gates, or 
checkpoints, and in turrets and 
towers on top of the wall. 
Security cameras were trained in 
all directions. We were very con- 
scious of being watched. 

As our zealous guide pointed 
out, East Berlin is the capital of 
the German Democratic 
Republic and before World War 
II was the heart of the city. Most 
of West Berlin was formerly a 
suburban area, developed from 
rural villages. The famous 


Brandenburg Gate loomed over 
a business and commercial dis- 
trict just beyond the Wall. 
Historic buildings blended with 
new and reconstructed ones. We 
passed the Neue Wache, an old, 
columned building with goose- 
stepping East German soldiers 
patrolling back and forth out 
front. It was a memorial to those 
who perished in concentration 
camps and contains an urn with 
an eternal flame and soil from 
one of the camps. The guards re- 
portedly consider it a great 
honor to serve there, the site of 
a milestone Russian victory. 

We were glad to see that the 
most famous street, Unter den 
Linden, was just as beautiful as 
we had heard. All the Linden 
trees were destroyed during the 
war, but their replacements were 
now tall and luxuriant, a double 
tow down the parkway, where 
the old trolley tracks used to be. 

We visited Humboldt 
University Square, the scene of 
the infamous book burning at 
Hitler’s direction in 1933, the 
Opera House, the German and 
French cathedrals, and the 
Soviet War Memorial. In the 
shadow of the Wall on the west- 
ern side, we saw a vacant lot 
where the headquarters of 
Heinrich Himmler once stood. 
He was third in command of the 
Third Reich and head of the 
Gestapo. In the process of razing 
the building, workmen had un- 
covered a basement full of tor- 
ture chambers. The project had 
been abandoned, but the walls 
of the chambers remained there 
— silent, crumbling, choked 
with weeds. 

Leaving East Berlin, we ar- 
rived in Dresden, once called 
“Florence on the Elbe.“ One of 
the few reminders of Dresden’s 
illustrious past was a huge 
golden statue of one of the 
Saxony kings on a rearing horse. 
He seemed to look longingly 
over the teeming 20th-century 
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traffic toward the historic area 
across the river. 

From the rear of our hotel, we 
could walk across an outdoor 
dining area and garden, across an 
old stone bridge, over the river 
and immediately find ourselves 
in another world. The old sec- 
tion was a maze of narrow streets, 
cobblestone squares and build- 
ings from the baroque period. 
One of the finest strutures of the 
past was the Semper Opera 
House on which extensive resto- 
ration has been done. 

In contrast, across the square 
from the opera house stands a 
Catholic church still partly in 
ruins. After the heavy bombing 
of Dresden in 1945 which killed 
35,000 people, construction was 
begun on new buildings across 
the river before any restorative 
efforts were made on the devas- 
tated areas. Remarkable progress 
has been made, but there are still 
reminders that much remains to 
be done. 

About two weeks later, upon 
leaving Europe, as the coastline 
of Germany, Scotland and 
Ireland unfolded beneath us, the 
significance of our travels gradu- 
ally came together. Europe is a 
synthesis of the old and new. 
The Semper Opera House in 
Dresden has been resurrected 
from ruins and stands today more 
beautiful and functional than 
ever. Modern Europe is like the 
Emperor Wilhelm Memorial 
Church in Berlin. Traces of the 
old remain to be preserved. At 
the same time, the new rises 
phoenix-like from the ashes of 
what has stood before. Like these 
16 travelers who flew homeward, 
Europe, too, has come full circle.

Can you say 


“Good Morning” 
in Urdu?

Since this initial experiment 
appeared successful, | began to 
wonder just how many languages 
were spoken by members of our 
student body. It was a surprise to 
find that we had no official in- 
formation on the subject. A rem- 
edy for that deficiency was, 
however, inspired by the arrival 
of Brotherhood Week, when 
members of our class enthusiasti- 
cally endorsed the suggestion 
that we undertake an 
International Language Census 
of our student population. 

Members were given a form 
on which to record each new 
language found, the name of the 
student speaking the language, 
and the phonetic pronunciations 
of the equivalents of “Good 
morning” and “Thank you” in 
each language. All were encour- 
aged to learn these terms in as 


many languages as possible and 
to use them whenever 
appropriate. 

An interesting change began 
to appear. Students new to this 
country, whose shyness had kept 
them socially isolated, became 
radiant when addressed in the 
familiar words. A Lebanese boy 
made it a point to drop in daily 
to minor our progress in Arabic. 
All of us were sobered to learn 
that in the previous year he had 
seen his mother and father shot 
to death. 

The census successfully iden- 
tified students speaking 21 lan- 
guages: Arabic, Chinese, Dutch, 
Egyptian, English, French, 
German, Hebrew, Hindi, 
HUngarian, Italian, Japanese, 
Korean, Norwegian, Portuguese, 
Spanish, Swedish, Taiwanese, 
Urdu, Vietnamese,and Yiddish. 

Someone who had seen the 


film The Gods Must Be Crazy 


advanced the information that 
there are languages which com- 
municate through the use of oral 
clicks and pops, an idea which 
appealed to those who claimed 
to have been clicking and pop- 
ping all their lives with abso- 
lutely no regard for what they 
might have been saying. 

Our findings were illustrated 
by a student-created bulletin 
board made of a world map with 
threads leading out from each of 
the countries of origin to the 
name of the language and some 
English word derivatives if any 
were found. 

If the International Language 
Census a valid project for an 
English class? Judging from the 
results of this attempt, it is. 
Participants in the census gained 
a new respect for all language, 
for their multilingual peers, and 
for the amazing ability of human 
beings to develop communica- 
tion skills.

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Bell “Toals” For South Carolina Justice | MainEvents 


Commencement speaker Jean 
Hoefer Toal ’65 will take her 
seat on the South Carolina 
Supreme Court in August. She 
is the first woman and the first 
Roman Catholic to do so. By 
court tradition, hers is the sec- 
ond seat on the Chief Justice’s 
left — the junior member's seat. 

She terms her election “the 
culmination of my career” — 
one which began on a whim. 
Intending her senior year to 
pursue graduate study in philos- 
ophy, a classmate’s father de- 
railed her by saying he thought 
she’d make a good lawyer. At 
his suggestion she audited a 
Constitutional law class at 
Emory and loved it. But because 
law was not a traditional route 
for women then, a few obstacles 
loomed. 


“When | graduated from 
Scott with a history of interest 
in politics and involvement in 
it, there was no real guidance or 
direction at school about the 
law as a career,” she says. Not 
finding the necessary applica- 
tion materials here at the 
College, she went to Emory to 
get them. 

Jean Hoefer entered the 
University of South Carolina in 
1965, one of four women ina 
class of 200. When she began 
practicing in 1968, only 40 
women were licensed lawyers in 
South Carolina. “Of that num- 
ber, 10 practiced and only two 
had tried a jury case,” she says. 
The future looked bleak for a 
budding litigator. 

But Jean Toal went on to 
practice law in her hometown 


of Columbia, S.C., becoming a 
law partner with Belser, Baker, 
Barwick, Ravenel, Toal & 
Bender soon after. 

She ran successfully for state 
representative in 1974 — 
against her former junior high 
school principal. Several years 
ago, she tried her first case be- 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court. 

She is married to law school 
classmate William T. Toal, who 
also practices in Columbia. 
Together they created a one- 
two punch as both managing 
editor and editor of the law re- 
view in school. 

By law, the new justice must 
now relinquish her job at the 
law firm. The mother of two, 
she says she will be glad to have 
just one job from now on. Of

Anne Siddons Won’t Speak Softly 
And Keep Opinions To Herself 


Writers may be more fortunate 
than most. They exorcise their 
demons through their craft. 
For Anne Rivers Siddons, 
here at Agnes Scott to judge 
the annual Writer's Festival in 
April, her chance has come in 
the form of a talented adoles-

cent trapped by restrictive so- 
cial patterns and a New York- 
based journalist coming home 
to the South to fight a 
Department of Transportation 
annexation of family property. 
In both books, “Heartbreak 
Hotel” and “Homeplace,” re- 
spectively, “Inspiration comes 
out of something in my life,” 
says the author. 

“Writing is a wonderful way 
to deal with what affects you 
most deeply,” she says. “A way 
to order your experiences.” 

Although she has a thick 
folder full of good ideas for nov- 
els, the right topic fairly leaps 
out at her. “It lights up every- 
thing inside of me,” she says, 
“not just an intellectual opin- 
ion, but it sets everything 
singing.” 
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With her soft voice, carefully- 
coiffed hair and stylish clothes, 
Ms. Siddons seems every bit the 
Southern, upper-middle class 
matron. But as she is very apt to 
point out —that is some of her, 
not all. 

“The South is tough on gift- 
ed women,” she says. “A hedge 
of expectations is laid around 
most of us. We’re expected to be 
a good girl, a lady and to speak 
softly and keep opinions to our- 
selves. 

“That never felt right [for 
me],” she says. “It made me rest- 
less, bored and lonely” —a trait 
her strong, female protagonists 
share with her. 

Anne Rivers Siddons was 37 
when her first book was pub- 
lished and regrets losing time 
doing deeds others expected of 
her. “I’m not really sorry that I 
did them, but wish I had done 
them out of choice,” she ex- 
plains. “But you paid dearly for 
the choice if you made it. | 
needed someone 
along the way to encourage me 
to fight for those things if ] 
wanted to.” 

However long it took her to 
find her niche, she’s “grateful 
for the difference in me that led 
me to it.” 

As best-selling authors she 
and her good friend Pat Conroy 
have put Atlanta in the spot- 
light. She says that while she 
used to bristle at being labeled a 
southern writer, the implied 
slight bothers her no longer. 
After all, she notes, most of 
John Updike’s works are set in 
Massachusetts, but no one ever 
calls him a New England writer. 
“T’'ve finally given up on it, I’m 
just going to wear that tag.” 

“Heartbreak Hotel,” now 
being filmed in Mississippi with 
Ally Sheedy and Treat Williams 
heading the cast, “will be a very 
good movie,” predicts Ms. 


Siddons. “I was amazed at how 
well they seemed to understand 
the book. I kept wanting to see 
something | hated, but didn’t.” 

She is at work on another 
novel. “Peachtree Road” covers 
Atlanta’s last 50 years of growth 
and history. She has done more 
than two years of research and 
the book will be well over 1,000 
pages. 

The calibre of writing at this 
year’s festival impressed her. 
Her advice to budding writers: 
“Find a way to know your gift.”

motherhood, she has said, 
“Sometimes I manage it well, 
sometimes | don’t.”

A career takes self-discipline, 
not self-indulgence, she told 
them.

On her visit to Agnes Scott 
to help celebrate the opening of 
the Robert W. Woodruff Phy- 
sical Activities Building in 
March, Ms. Samuelson brought 
along her husband, Scott, and 
baby, Abigail, 5 months. All 
good vestiges of adulthood.

the only new structure in the 
College’s $15 million building 
program. The building was 
named for the noted Atlanta 
philanthropist by action of the 
board of trustees. According to 
Vice President for Business and 
Finance Gerald O. Whitting- 
ton, “They wanted to recognize 
his longtime commitment to 
higher education in Atlanta.” 
Said Boisfeuillet Jones during 
the ceremony, “I think [Robert 
Woodruff] would be immensely 
pleased to see this facility and 
extra pleased to know that you 
have put his name on it.” 

The $3.2 million structure 
houses a regulation basketball 
court, an eight-lane, 25-meter 
swimming pool with viewing 
gallery, a weight room, training 
rooms, and locker rooms for 
both men and women. A $1.5 
million anonymous gift this 
winter was a much-needed 
boost. Like the rest of the build- 
ing improvements on campus, 
funding will come from the cap- 
ital campaign. 


With typical Maine Yankee 
understatement, Ms. Samuelson 
downplays the dedication and 
hard word it takes to be a world- 
class runner. 

She appears small and frail as 
she gets out the car to walk into 
Main for an interview. Her 
husband, a foot or so taller than 
she, carries their baby. Joan 
Benoit Samuelson walks ginger- 
ly across the room and extends 
her hand. She explains that 
she is recovering from a back 
injury that kept her from run- 
ning for two months. 

Later when she’s down at the 
track at the start of the 5-K race 
through Decatur, she seems a 
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The College had been func- 
tioning without a physical edu- 
cation center for over a year be- 
fore the building opened. Now 
it has a “new pool as wide as the 
old pool was long,” according to 
Professor Manuel, and lots of 
space for other types of physical 
activity.

different person — energized, 
sparkling and in her element. 
The 31-year-old athlete grew 
up in Maine with three athletic 
brothers. She recalls that when 
she used to trail after them to 
Little League games, she always 
hoped that someone would not 
show up — so she’d get a 
chance to play. That never 
happened, but Joan Benoit 
honed her competitive streak 
among her brothers. “It was sur- 
vival of the fittest,” she told Ms. 
Magazine in 1985. “I had to 
hold my own from the start.” 
Her athletic career began 
with skiing, but after breaking a 
leg in high school, she started 
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running to get back into shape. 
At Maine’s Bowdoin College 
she competed in field hockey 
until a coach benched her after 
a marathon run left her too 
tired to play. She soon quit and 
took up running in earnest. 

She went to North Carolina 
State as a college junior to com- 
pete on scholarship. The next 
year, 1979,she graduated from 
Bowdoin and won the Boston 
Marathon, setting an American 
record. 

Along the way her times 
have improved, but she still 
hopes to run even faster. 

Working hard has been easier 
because | enjoy what I’ve been 
doing, “ she Says. 

“T don't have the long and 
lanky physique of a stereotypi- 
cal runner,” she notes. “I’m a 
power runner.” Her compact, 
lithe body works very efficiently 
for her. 

Of her near miraculous re- 
covery on the eve of the Olym- 
pics she says, “A lot of people 
had written me off going into 
the trials, but I also received 
lots of support.” As she crossed 
the finish line, tears streamed 
down her face. So much for 
Yankee stoicism. 

Going into Los Angeles in 
1984, she says, “I didn’t feel

prepare for the Physical 


to win the gold. If you go in as 
the favorite, you always feel 
that you’re letting a lot of peo- 
ple down if you don’t win.” 

Her decision not to compete 
in this year’s Olympics was 
made in part because of injuries, 
but also because she did not 
want to disappoint her follow- 
ers. “That moment in L.A. was 
so special,” she said while at 
Agnes Scott. “I wouldn’t want 
to go back to the Olympic 
games not being in peak physi- 
cal condition.” 

So strongly does she feel 
about this, that she Once @S- 
chewed a $50,000 up-front pay- 
ment to run in the Chicago 
Marathon because she did not 
feel up to her usual standards. 

One moment of Olympic 
glory might be all that others 
aspire to, but not Joan Benoit 
Samuelson. She still has goals 
to reach. Running a sub 2:20 
(two hour, twenty minute) 
marathon is one of them, she 
says. 

And as a new mother she 
holds maybe a sliver of hope as 
to what Abigail might turn out 
to be. “I keep telling people she 
has really long fingers,” Ms. 
Samuelson says, smiling. “That 
she’ll be able to reach an octave 
by the age of 2.”

lina at Chapel Hill, a master’s 
and a doctoral degree in English 
from the University of 
Michigan.

He made a distinctive im- 
pression on the students and 
scholarship of the College dur- 
ing his tenure. Dean of the 
College Ellen Hall said of him 
at the last Dean’s Faculty Lec- 
ture at which he spoke, “If 
Agnes Scott is hurt, Lee Copple 
is hurt and works to heal; if the 
College celebrates, so does he.

McKemie (as she is affection- 
ately called by the college com- 
munity) entertains groups of 
students in her home. 

Her infamous “Mornin’, 
Glories” made many a student 
awake from the groggy torpor of 
early morning. A popular class 
sponsor, as soon as Miss 
McKemie would graduate one 
of “her” classes another fresh- 
man class would come along 
and elect her as sponsor. 

The Red Cross Blood Drive 
was one event particularly asso- 
ciated with Miss McKemie. She 
was also College marshal for 
many years and arranged Agnes 
Scott’s pageantries and celebra- 
tions with much care. Her do- 
nations of azaleas and camelias 
have brightened the campus 
grounds. 

She has spent the last 32 
years teaching at Agnes Scott, 
she says, and plans to spend the 
next 32 working in her yard. 


When Professor of Spanish 
Contance Shaw came to Agnes 
Scott from Smith College in 
1966, she says she found it even 
tougher for a Yankee to make 
her way at Agnes Scott than it 
is now. 

Dr. Shaw graduated from 
Smith in 1945 and received her 

~doctorate from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1958. She was, ac- 
cording to the president, one of 
those Americans privileged to 
be trained by the cream of 
Spanish intelligentsia, who 
were refugees from fascism. 


She taught at Bates College, 
Smith, Simmons College, 
Boston University and the 
University of Maine before 
coming to Agnes Scott. In 1981 
the National Endowment for 
the Humanities awarded her a 
one-year fellowship. She used 
the time to complete research 
and write about José Luis 
Aranguren, a dissident intellec- 
tual in Spain. 

At both Smith and Agnes 
Scott, Dr. Shaw was involved in 
study-abroad programs for stu- 
dents. Of a winter recess trip 
she took with students in 1979, 
she wrote, “It was an extraordi- 
nary experience to be with the 
students during their first expo- 
sure to a different culture, to 
Europe, to Madrid. For them, it 
was all new; the walk down- 
town through the medieval, 
Hapsburg, and 18-century sec- 
tions, past the tower where 
Carlos V held Francois I prison- 
erie 

“Each day, at least one of the 
group rewarded my efforts by 
her good spirit, consideration, 
serious effort, or delightful ex- 
citement.

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t times unexpected 

events take place that 

change one’s life. 
Assumptions once secure are 
whisked away into the mist and 
one is left with a new truth, 
never quite returning to the 
other way of seeing. Such an 
event occurred to me when | 
was 19. It happened in a music 
lesson. (You never know when 
or where these events will sur- 
prise you.) 

I had been a music student 
most of my life and certainly 
didn’t expect this one lesson to 
be momentous. I was a new 
pupil of Nicholas Van Slyke, a 
composer — a pianist who 
would next year become direc- 
tor of the Longy School of 
Music in Cambridge, Mass., ad- 
jacent to Radcliffe College. 

Meanwhile he taught in the 
South End Settlement House, a 
music school for serious but 
poor musicians — mostly chil- 
dren — in Roxbury. It was lo- 
cated in an Edwardian mansion 
that resounded with pianos, 
flutes, violins and even trian- 
gles. I had recently married an 
art student. Asserting indepen- 
dence of conservatories and col- 
leges, | attempted to find my 
way in my new world of Boston, 
leaving behind a gracious At- 
lanta life. A painter friend who 
composed music had recom- 
mended it. 

It was a crisp October day in 
1961. I had prepared well. Part

of my assignment was a little 
prelude of J.S. Bach, No. 6 in D 
major. | had studied my score 
and memorized the work. | 
knew the piece well, for coun- 
terpoint, for harmony, for the 
relationship of its two move- 
ments. I knew its notes. | 
proudly sat down to play. 

The room had two large 
grand pianos, one a Steinway, 
the other a Bechstein. They oc- 
cupied one end of this immense 
room. Dr. Van Slyke was a tall, 
lean man with very short hair 
and very long fingers. Intense 
he was, but not as forbidding as 
my last teacher had been, an 
Austrian professor-maestro who 
practically blew smoke out of 
his ears. 

I played; in fact I played cor- 
rectly. He listened from a far, 
sunny corner of the room. He 
approached the piano, and in- 
stead of the praise I expected for 
my competent playing, he just 
said, “You don’t think this little 
prelude has any significance, do 
you?” | heard my unspoken an- 
swer. "Of course not, I’m play- 


ing it. How could anything that 
I play have any significance?” 
He sat down on the worn 
leather piano stool of the other 
piano and said, “Let’s try some- 
thing.” We played together. To 
this day I have no idea what ei- 
ther of us played, I was so 
caught up in the music. He 
played something that in ac- 
companiment to this little piece 
sounded like a symphony. His 
lean fingers were sounding 
notes | had never heard before. 
My own hands evidently weav- 
ing the melody, | was swept 
away. The music was playing it- 
self out of my hands, pulsing its 
way into this solitary room, fill- 
ing it. | knew I was playing be- 
cause | witnessed it, yet it was as 
if I were helpless to stop the 
melody. The tension grew; stac- 
cato notes in my left hand cer- 
tain, the layered harmony in- 
tense in texture, the work 
bound feverishly, almost un- 
bearably, to its inevitable desti- 
nation. The silence of resolu- 
tion astonished me. I do not 
recall anything else from that 


lesson except walking out the 
door, knowing that | would 
never be the same. My ankles 
were bare, the leaves blew 
against my legs. The sky was 
clear, and the world was differ- 
ent. | could hear, | could see. It 
was as if I had been lifted out of 
a mist and gently placed into 
the light. 

What | learned that day may 
not have been what Dr. Van 
Slyke had intended, but | sus- 
pect it was: In the presence of 
great music no one is insignifi- 
cant. Human beings have a dig- 
nity that competence or incom- 
petence cannot deny — 
reverence for life. 

A week or so later I discov- 
ered that I was pregnant; new 
life was beginning for someone 
I'll always cherish, my oldest 
son, named Nicholas. From 
Nicholas Van Slyke I acquired a 
musical vocabulary. The rigors 
of Brahms, the surrender to 
Schubert, the delicacy of 
Schumann, the passion of 
Beethoven, the grace of Mozart. 
He saw that I learned. The 
over-riding lesson was that life 
without music in whatever form 
would be a mistake. Twenty- 
five years later, young Nicholas 
carries on, mastering the bongo 
and the conga drum to a beat 
called Reggae, music I could 
never have dreamt of on that 
October day.

At the 
annual meeting incoming Alum- 
nae Association President 
Wardie Abernethy Martin ’59 
took the gavel from outgoing 
Juliana Winters 72. Three pro- 
fessors bid adieu to the college 
they had served for a combined 
81 years. A Friday afternoon re- 
ception honored Professor of 
Psychology Lee Copple, 
Professor of Physical Education 
Kate McKemie and Professor of 
Spanish Constance Shaw. 

On the same day the College 
dedicated the new Wallace M. 
Alston Campus Center. Two 
buildings comprise the center — 
the Walters Building, which 
contains a faculty lounge, stu- 
dent government offices and 
student organization meeting 
rooms, and the Scott Building, a 


center for campus activities. 
The buildings are the former in- 
firmary and gymnasium, respec- 
tively. 

Several people stepped up to 
the dais to honor Dr. Alston, in- 
cluding Lucia Howard Sizemore 
65, director of alumnae affairs, 
who was a childhood friend of 
the family, Board of Trustees 
Chair Larry Gellerstedt, and 
Mary Alverta Bond ’53, secre- 
tary to three presidents. 

“He was born across the 
street, lived in a couple of hous- 
es that you could hit with a rock 
[from here],” noted the former 
president's son and College 
Trustee Wallace M. Alston Jr. 
“In just a very little space of ge- 
ography a life took shape and 
made some investments.” 

Despite threatening clouds on 
Saturday, the reunion continued 
with alumnae classes and the 


annual meeting in the morning, . 


class meetings and tours of the 
campus in the afternoon. 

As is tradition, class trophies 
were awarded. The class of 33, 
who were freshmen during the 


stock market crash, gave the 
largest amount of money to the 
College last year. Fifty-five per- 
cent of its members gave Agnes 
Scott $91,137. 

The first class invested by the 
beloved Dean Carrie Scandrett 
had the largest percentage of 
donors. Fifty-nine percent of 
the class of 38 contributed to 
the College. Their philanthrop- 
ic leanings began early. During 
their tenure this class raised 
nickels and dimes to build the 
new library. 

And as the country remem- 
bers the history-laden year of 
1968, 20 years later it seems 
somehow fitting that the trophy 
for largest reunion attendance 
went to that year’s graduating 
class. 

To the women who returned 
to Agnes Scott for a breezy late- 
April weekend came the sweet 
refrain echoed by Juliana 
Winters and President Ruth 
Schmidt: “Welcome Home.” It 
was evident that for them 
“home” is where the heart is.

CLASS NEWS 
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Center Memorializes Alston’s 
Enduring Affection for Students 


I was a student at Agnes Scott 
when Dr. Alston was inaugurat- 
ed as president in 1951, suc- 
ceeding President James Ross 
McCain. It rained, which was 
particularly significant since Dr. 
McCain had the reputation of 
being able to keep it from rain- 
ing on auspicious Agnes Scott 
occasions. Dr. Alston said that 
when all of the members of the 
academic procession in their 
wet robes finally assembled in 
Gaines Chapel, it smelled like a 
room full of wet puppies. | 
graduated in 1953 and, in the 
fall of 1960, returned to the 
campus to be the President’s 
Assistant. I would prefer that 
you young people not add up 
ow many years that has been. 

There are a number of you 
young ones here today who did 
not have the privilege, and it 
was indeed a rare privilege, of 
knowing Wallace Alston. You 
will just have to listen quietly 
while we reminisce. 

When I think of President 
Alston and students, I recall 
first that each August, Laura 
Steele, director of admissions 
and registrar, would, rather re- 
luctantly, bring a stack of her 
closely-guarded admissions fold- 
ers down the hall to the Presi- 
dent’s Office. Dr. Alston would 
spend a few hours each day 
reading about the freshmen and 
making notes of things he 
found interesting—who had an 
unusual summer experience, 
who had an intriguing hobby or 
talent, whose sister or mother 
came to Agnes Scott. A card 
was prepared for each student 
with vital statistics and interest- 
ing tidbits. Then, in Septem- 
ber, the freshmen, in groups of 
three or four, were invited to 
come to the President’s Office 
for a few minutes of conversa- 
tion. Before each group came 
in, Dr. Alston did a quick re- 
view of his note cards and was 
able to say something personal 
to each student and begin to get 
to know her. 

But that was only the begin- 
ning. Some of you were here 
when the President’s Office was 
the little office on the left as 
you enter Buttrick, and you will 
remember that the door was 
often open, and you could wave 
at Dr. Alston or stop in to tell 
him a piece of good news or 
share a problem. If somebody 
went by he did not know, | was 
supposed to be able to tell him 
the person’s name. Others of 
you will remember the big of- 
fice down the hall filled with, as 
one student said, “all the books 
in the world,” where groups of 
students could gather to talk. 

Before you left here, Dr. 
Alston knew you, your parents, 
and the man you thought you 
were going to marry. If it had 


been necessary for you to go 
home because of an illness or 
death, you had received a tele- 
phone call from him. If you 
had been elected to any student 
office, be it cheerleader or stu- 
dent government president, you 
had received a congratulatory 
note from him. And do you re- 
member the birthday letters? A 
letter, saying happy birthday, 
was individually typed for each 
student (and for members of the 
faculty and staff)—and this in 
the days before a computer 
could crank out correspon- 
dence—the letter was signed 
personally by Dr. Alston, and 
was in your mail box on your 
birthday, or sent to your home 
during the summer. 


“To Dr. Alston, it 
matters — whether 
it’s your birthday, 
whether your moth- 
er is ill, whether 
you made Mortar 
Board, whether you 
have a date, or 
don’t — to Dr. 
Alston, it matters.” 


You also had the opportunity 
to be in the President’s home. 
Mrs. Alston was wonderful 
about entertaining students— 
from Sunday night snacks, to 
scrumptious receptions on 
Sophomore Parents’ Weekend, 
to sitting on the floor talking to 
distinguished visiting lecturers 
(Robert Frost, of course, comes 
to mind for some of you)— 
whatever the occasion, the 
Alston home was open to stu- 
dents. 

Sometimes Dr. Alston knew 
some things you wished he 
didn’t. Some of you (and I 
won’t call names) will remem- 
ber being accompanied by him 
to traffic court, or being rescued 
by him when you and your date 
had gotten into some sort of dif- 
ficulty and had been apprehen- 
ded by the local authorities, or 
various other college pranks 
you hope are long forgotten. 

The fact that he was always 
immaculately dressed (even 
though he wore terrible ties) 
was legendary, giving rise to the 
theory that Dr. Alston slept in 
his clothes. When he came to 
evict the Georgia Tech men 
who were staging panty raids, 
even when the Hub was on fire 


in the middle of the night, he 
arrived resplendent in suit and 
tie, with not a hair out of place. 

And remember all the skits 
and faculty shows he was in, 
playing everything from a beat- 
nik of the ’60s to Pooh Bear of 
Winnie the Pooh. And all the 
skits in which he was imitated, 
with the student playing his 
part, rising on her toes as she 
spoke and tugging at her cuff 
links. The poor man finally 
gave up wearing French cuffs 
entirely. 

His friendship with students 
did not end when you graduat- 
ed. He performed your mar- 
riage ceremonies, and he had 
countless wedding stories to 
tell—from the ceremony in 
which he ended up holding the 
bride’s bouquet while the maid 
of honor searched for the ring, 
to the one in which the bride's 
veil caught on fire as she was 
coming down a candle-lit stair- 
way. And he baptized your 
children. And he came to be 
guest preacher in your church 
or to talk about T. S. Eliot at 
one of your alumnae club meet- 
ings. And he welcomed you by 
name when you came back to 
the campus for a visit. 

And he made you ery when 
he preached at the Sunday serv- 
ice on Alumnae Weekend. 
And he always listened to what 
you had to say—as student or 
alumna. And he expected you 
to do your best and to use well 
the gifts which God had given 
you. One of his favorite themes 
was “The Liability of the 
Privileged,” and he stated that 
the ultimate test of the validity 
of Agnes Scott’s efforts as a 
Christian liberal arts college 
was in the intrinsic worth of 
Agnes Scott students, while 
they were on campus and in the 
lives which they lead after they 
left this place. 

It is highly appropriate that a 
campus center with facilities for 
fun, and fellowship, and wor- 
ship, should be named for 
Wallace M. Alston. When he 
retired in 1973, quotes about 
him included these: “To Dr. 
Alston, it matters—whether its 
your birthday, whether your 
mother is ill, whether you made 
Mortar Board, whether you 
have a date, or don’t—to Dr. 
Alston it matters.” He also en- 
joyed jelly beans, Hershey kiss- 
es, and cook-outs. 

For all of us who knew 
President Alston, our memories 
matter; and for students on the 
campus today and those who 
will follow, the Wallace 
McPherson Alston Campus 
Center can matter in the life of 
this College.
